week, with a declared valuation of $15,000, 
The treasury department, on hearing from 
London what the purchase price was, or- 
dered the local appraisers to advance the 
valuation to’ $80,000, and the incréase in 
valuation of 100 per cent was made. An in- 
crease above 50 per cent may carry with it 
seizure and confiscation of the goods by the 
government. 

The London firm appealed from the deci- 
sion of the appraisers, and this appeal was 
heard today before a board of three general 
appraisers, whose decision in the case was

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AH FONG OF HAWAII DIES. 


WAS CHINESE MILLIONAIRE WITH 
13 BEAUTIFUL DAUGHTERS. 


Oriental Captain of Industry, Who 
Landed at Honolulu as a Coolie in 
1858 and Amassed a Fortune of 
$30,000,000—Girls, Each with a 
Dowry of $1,000,000, Are Eagerly 
Sought as Wives—One Marries Rear 
Admiral Whiting of U. 8. Navy. 


HONOLULU, Sept. 27.—News has been re- 
ceived here that Ah Fong, the Chinese capi- 
talist who made $30,000,000 in the Hawaiian 
islands and mysteriously disappeared in 1892, 
died in China on Sept. 25. 

Wing Ah Fong, a Chinese coolie, landed 
at Honolulu in 1858. While his companion 
immigrants went out to work on the planta- 
tions Ah Fong set up as a Chinese merchant. 
He imported from China opium and other 
luxuries, which he sold to his countrymen 
at prices which enabled him soon to become 
the foremost Chinese man of business in the 
Hawallan islands. 

Ah Fong’s place of business was on the 
water front. For a neighbor he had a half 
English, half Portuguese ex-satlor named 
Fayerweather, who had married a native 
Kanaka beauty, and, like Ah Fong, was 
struggling to build up a fortune. Fayer- 
weather had one daughter whom he had 
placed as a companion in one of the mission- 
ary families. 


Mixture of Four Bloods. 

This daughter, when barely 14 years old— 
which means maturity in that balmy climate 
—had a wild and luxuriant beauty, uniting 
the chief charms of the women of the three 
countries represented in her ancestry—Eng- 
land, Portugal, and Hawall. Ah Fong made 
this girl his wife. 

Ah Fong became the confidant of old King 
Kalakaua. He becameagreatimporter. He 
controlled the coolie market and the opiiim 
trade. He made large investments in real 
estate and.piled million on million. 


Thirteen Beautiful Daughters. 

Meantime his wife had presented him with 
fifteen children, thirteen girls and two boys. 
The girls became famous the world around. 
They were educated in the United States and 
in Europe. They wore Parisian frocks. 
Seven of them were black eyed, raven haired 
giris. The other six were blond, with blue 
eyes and dark eyelashes and hair. Seven of 
the ‘sisters have their father’s tall stature, 
but the rest are petite figures. They have a 
pronounced suggestion of Chinese almond 
shaped eyes, and nearly every one of them has 
the mother’s olive complexion and soft, aby 
mode of speech 


Social Center of Honolulu. 

Mrs. Ah Fong had social aspirations and 
her husband humored them. He changed 
his name to Afong to please her and built 
the finest mansion in Honolulu. 

The Afong mansion became the mecca of 
young men and old., ambitious to win an 
oriental beauty for a wife and to get the 
$1,000,000 dowry that went with each one. 

Nine of the Afong girls married well. Four 
are unmarried. The nine sons-in-law of the 
old Chinese merchant are men of prominence 
in business or profession. One of them is 
Rear Agmiral Whiting of the United States 


navy.

have been lost. This hopefulness was due to 
the fact that the coast inhabitants had two 
days’ warning of the approaching storm. All 
reports from these places last night were to 
the effect that water was rising and the in- 
» habitants preparing for emergencies. 

The full extent of the isolation of New 
Orleans today from other gulf centers was 
apparent in a lull In business, especially in 
wholesale circles. 

By long distance telephone New Orleans 
could reach only Baton Rouge and Houston, 
Tex., while the available telegraph wires ran 
to Galveston, Houston, and to Memphis. 


Railroad Service at Standstill. 


The damage to railroads is heavy: Re- 
ports.to the officials of the Louisville and 
Nashville road from the superintendent of 
the Mobile and Montgomery divisions indi- 
cate that the losses approximate $1,000,000. 
The tracks between Flomaton, Ala., and 
Pensacola, Fla., are obstructed in many 
places, and in some places badly torn up by 
falling trees, while the section between 
Georgian and Graceville, Fla., has suffered 


similarly. 

At Pensacola the Louisville and Nashville 
grain elevator has been destroyed and the 
emtire trackage to Escambia bay is ruined. 
The railroad wharf at Pensacola is reported 
to be a total loss, and thirty-nine cars of coal 
of the company were washed into the bay. 
Further reports indicate that the roadbed 
between Bay Minette, Ala., and Mobile, a 
distance of thirty miles, has been washed 
away, rendering traffic impossible. 


Ships Thrown Into Pensacola, 

Pensacola, Fla., Sept. 27.--The worst sea 
storm and hurricane that the gulf coast has 
experienced since the village of Pensacola 
on San Rosa island was swept away 107 
years ago, began last night and is still raging 
late this afternoon. It is reported that many 
lives between the city and navy yard have 
been lost, but as many rumors of this char- 
acter have been current all day the report 
does not obtain credence. 

It is known, however, a large area of 
that section is under from. five to ten feet 
of water and many women have been taken 
from second story windows and carried to 
safety in boats. 

The estimated property damage is $3,000,- 
000. Every house in Pensacola has suffered 
damage and many roofs are blown off. 
Telephone and ‘electric light wires are 
down. The water front is strewn with 
wreckage for miles on either side of 
the city and vessels are piled on the 
wharves, or where the wharves once. 
were. Big iron steamers.and many lighter 
sailing ships are lying high and dry up in the 
city where the tide has never before been 
known to reach.

DELEGATES IN UGLY. MOOD 


| Refuse for First Time on Record 


to Make Nomination Unan- 
imous; Signs of Bolt. 


New York, Sept. 27.—[Special.]—If Hearst 
ls elected governor of New York, Bryan will 
step aside and concede him the democratic 
nomination for president. 

This is the dramatic report returning dele- 


gates bring from Buffalo based on a deal al- 


leged to have been arranged while the peer- 
less leader was yet touring in Europe. 

The story they vouch for is that a trusted 
Heutenant of the ambitious young editor 
sought out the traveling statesman abroad 
and made the flatfooted proposition that he 
should agree to yield the next democratic 
chanee of reaching the White house te 
Hearst provided the latter, running ae the 
democratic candidate, could reach the gov- 
ernor’s chair of the Empire state. . 

The same authorities admit that when 
Bryan made the promise he doubtless 
thought there was not even a remote prob- 
ability that he would be called upon to re- 
deem it. 

Refused to Make It Unanimous. 


This dream of future greatness is marred 
considerably by the more practical events 
of the day, which were not so pleasant for 
the Hearst enthusiasts. In the first place, 
the action of the convention in refusing the 
usual “ unanimous nomination” was un- 
precedented. No other democratic state con- 
vention in the annels of the party in New 
York state ever refused a unanimous nomina- 
tian before. 

Another disturbing feature today was the 
announcement that the new democratic state 
committee elected by the delegates to this 
convention wilk not, according to the custom 
of generations in the party’s history, meet 
tomorrow and elect its new chairman. The 
trouble in the present instance, it was made 
known today by those familiar with the situ- 
ation, is that Mr. Murphy has promised Mr, 
Meyer's place to two eminent and distin- 
guished-democratic statesmen, Fingy Con- 
ere of Buffalo and Packy McCabe of Al- 

any. 


McClellan Gets in Line. 


Mayor McClellan is om his way here from 
Buffalo. Before starting he was asked what 
he thought of the result in this convention, 
and the mayor authorized the following state- 
ment: 

The democratic state convention has 
nominated a ticket. I am a democrat and 
of course I accept its action.“ 

Charles F. Murphy said: It has always 
seemed to me that the business of a leader 
is to follow the sentiment of his party and 
not only express it but make every effort to 
see that it is not thwarted. We believe we 
have done right in this case. In my opinion 
Mr. Hearst will be elected governor by a 
large majority.“ 

News of bolters from Hearst is coming. 
The Rochester Morning Herald, ever since 
its birth a democratic newspaper, has bolted 
Hearst. une Union and Advertiser, estab- 
ished in 1826, also declines to support 
Hearst. It always has been democratic.

Partly Admitted by Mr. Post. 

When shown the advance sheets of Mr. 
Post admitted that 
Mayor Johnson, his friend and a director in 
his company. had paved the way ‘for him to 
accept the school ¢rusteeship. 

‘lam not receiving pay from Mayor John- 
gon or from any other man for serving on the 
school board, though I should consider it no 
disgrace if I were, Mr. Post added. Mr. 
Johnson and I have been friends for twenty 
years, and for fifteen yéars we have been 
exceedingly close friends. More than once 
he has enabled me to do work that I thought 
worthy and wished to do. 

‘He is not cnly an intimate friend, but he 
js a director of the company which publishes 
the Public, of which Iam editor. This com- 
pany has no, interests in ahy way connected 
with the school board and neither has Mr. 
Johnson. When Mayor Dunne offered me 
the school board appointment I declined tor 
several reasons, one of which was the fact 
that my work om the paper was too exacting 
to leave me time for school board service. 
Upon learning of this Mr. Johnson, as @ 
director of the company, offered to pay for 
such extra help as might be necessary to re- 
lieve me. This was agreeable to my business 
associates and I accepted it.’ 


Terms of His Acceptance. 

Mr. Post in a further written statement 
answered the other charges made by Editor 
Weber. He said: 

‘‘ Mayer's Dunne's appointees are not con- 
trolled by-me nor have I ever assumed the 
right or pawer to control them. None ot them 
is pledged to follow my leadership as far as 
i know, and the records of the board show 
that they do not follow ft. I have no leader- 
ship in the board, never have intended to 
have any, and do not expect to have, and no 
board member understands with my consent 
that he must follow my leadership. 

“J am interested in only three things: 
First, in doing my full duty with reference to

Story as Told by Weber. 


After showing the close relationship exist- 
ing between Mayor Dunne, Miss Haley, and 
Post, Editor Weber said:

Cleveland. Johnson, being wealthy, can aid 


the single tax propagandist schemes flnanetal- 


ly. This being the fact; Mayor Dunne and 


Miss Haley decided that an appeal to Mayor 
Johnson should be made. Miss Haley Has- 
tened to Cleveland and explained the situa- 
tion to Johnson, who at once agreed with 
her that Post ought to go on the board of 
education. 

“Calling up Post on the long distance tele- 
phone, Johnson urged him to take the prof- 
fered appointment. Post offered to Johnson

Alleged Demand for Leadership, 


Mr. Weber then asserts that Mayor Dunne 
and Miss Haley held a conference over the 
school board appointments, during which 
Mies Haley explained to the mayor that Mr.

TABOR TROUBLE A FORT. 


CONTRACTORS ACCUSED OF VIO- 
LATING EIGHT HOUR CLAW. 


Members of Unions Declare Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Ruling Is Ignored 
at the Sheridan Military Reserva- 
tion, Where Workers Are Putting 
Up New Buildings—Reconciliation 
of Rival ‘Organisations of Teamsters 
by Samuel Gompers Predicted. 


One of the first labor troubles to grow out 
of President Roosevelt's recent decision re- 
garding the scope of the eight hour law in 
its application to public works probably will 
take place at Fort Sheridan within a few 
days. Officials. of the unions which have 
sent men to the fort to make extensive alter- 
ations and improvements declare the con- 
tractors who have charge of the work are 
violating -the law daily. 

While the soldiers are away on their long 
„ Hike contractors are putting up several 
new ‘structures, repairing old buildings; and 
making many changes which require the 
services of carpenters, brickmasons, stone 
cutters, and tunnel men. It is among these 
workers that the trouble, which has been 
brewing for some time, is expected. 

Wnen President Roosevelt declared. that 
the eight hour law should apply to all work 
on public works, done either by contract or 
otherwise, the Fort Sheridan workers, chiefly 
members ot the Dullding tas unfons, be- 


i lievéd this order included them. 
* 


Will Appeal to Roosevelt. 


Complaints have been made to Fred Pou- 
chot, business agent for the sheet metal 
workers’ union, however, that the men were 


compelled to work more than the required 


number of hours each day. John Corcoran, 
am official of the bricklayers’ union, also is 
making an investigation of the complaints. 
In nearly every case, it is said, the Saturday 
half holiday stipulation has been violated. 
The one exception to this is among the car- 
penters. The union officials who believe they 
have grievances against the contractors and 
the government will make an investigation 
and then, they say, will carry the matter 
direttly to the president, believing he will 
insist on the enforcement of the regulation. 


Peace of Teamsters Predicted. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor, spent several hours 
yebterday afternoon labbring with officials 
of the warring teameters’ unions with such 
success that it was predicted that before he 
leaves Chicago. which will be in a few days, 
there * be but one teamsters' union im 
Chicag 

Just how Al Young and Cornelius P. Shea, 
heads of the rival unions and arch enemies, 
can be breught into the same organization is 
a question which has not been answered. 
The members of both organizations adait 
that the arguments of President Gompers 
that the teamsters of Chicago are practically 
at the mercy of the employers as long as they 
maintain two organizations are true, but the 
breach seems too wide to admit of peace. 

General Organizer Jefferson Davis Pierce, 
who is in Chicago to assist Mr. Gompers in 
his present task, said there was every pros- 
pect that the final Sunday school meeting 
to be held next Sunday would bring the vari- 
ous factions together.

The committee rec- 
ommends also that a thorough discussion of 
the question be held in the convention, stat- 
ing in the report that some of the members 
favored appointment by the mayor, and 
others by the judges of the Circuit court. 


Commissioners Serve Without Pay. 

Three year terms are provided for the 
commissioners, one-third of them rétiring 
each year. Absolute control of the park 
and boulevard systems is recommended for 
the proposed commission. The powers of 
the commission as proposed by the commit- 
tee include control of a park police: force, 
separate from the city police. The com- 
mittee recommends that the question of a 
separate park police force also be discussed 
thoroughly before adoption. 

‘Other proposed powers to be granted the 
park commissioners include authority over 
submerged lands and the right to establish 
boundary Mnes between the shore lands and 
the bed of Lake Michigan. ‘This is to ob- 
viate possible future disputes as to owner- 
ship of made land. It is recommended that 
the park commissioners serve without pay.

Seventy Wards Are Proposed.

HUNTS:-FOR CONFIDENCE MAN. 
AND BELIEVES HE FOUND ONE. 


Cripple Creek Mining Promoter, Seeking: 
Excitement, Throws Dice, Loses $70, 
and Has Winner Arrested. 


Charles W. Wallace, a mining promoter 
from Cripple Creek, Colo., started out yes- 
terday in Chicago to find a con man. An 
hour later he caused the arrest of John 
Thomas, 27 years old, Cleveland, O., who, 
Wallace said, swindled him out of $70 in 
a dice game. 

I have read considerable about Chicago’s 
confidence men and decided to try one of 
them out,“ Wallace explained to the police. 
I met this man in a saloon at Madison and 
Dearborn streets. He attempted to sell me. 
some stock in the Standard Oil company, 
but I refused to buy. We had several drinks 
and then he proposed to throw dice with me. 
I agreed, thinking this was a fair game, but 
before I reallsed what happened he won 
$70 from me. Back in our town everything 
goes that’s on the square, but this fellow 
is a downright swindler.”’ 

Sergt. Meehan questioned both men. 
Thomas admitted having won the money, 
but said he got it fairly. He said he was 
employed by an ofl company at Cleveland, 
O., and shook dice as a pastime, not as a 
gambler. 

Book the two of them,“ said Detective

LAWYER TELLS HIS PHONE 
TROUBLES TO COURT IN SUIT, 


Elmer B. Beach Declares Line Was “Out 
of order“ Whenever He Used His 
Own Extension Instruments 


The extension telephone dispute was 
brought up before Judge Windes yesterday 
by Elmer E. Beach, a lawyer. Mr. Beach 
was called as a witness in an injunction suit 
brought by him against the telephone com- 
pany by which he seeks to restrain agents 
of the corporation from interfering with his 
private telephone apparatus. 

The instruments now being used by Mr. 
Beach are declared by him to be less ex- 
pensive than those which he might have 
had from the defendant company. 

“ Shortly after the telephones now used by 
us were installed,“ said Mr. Beach, we be- 
gan to have poor service. Persons using our 
new phones found difficulty in hearing or 
making themselves understood to the person 
at the opposite end of the line. We invaria- 
bly asked the operator if there was trouble on 
the line, and the reply always came im the 
form of a question: She eought to know 
whether we were using private tension 
phones.“ 

Continuing, Mr. Beach said he disconnect- 
ed all the new instruments objected to by 
the company, in an effort to see what result 
that would have on the general service. 

„We stil had trouble, though,“ he resumed, 
“and again we asked the operator for the 
cause, and the same reply was received re- 
garding the extension apparatus. We did 
not inform the company that this apparatus 
had been detached, so complaints continued 
to reach us from persons who sought to all 
the office.”

Citizens’ Association Issues Bulletin 
Proposing Means of Preventing Em- 
bezazlement of Funds,

“ Even more important than this pledge 
is that given by the county board, in adopt- 
ing the report of its investigating commit- 
tee, that it will secure from the legislature 
the enactment of a law extending the present 
civil service law of Cook county to all the 
offices of the county.“ This splendid reform 
will be of inestimable value.“
